7. (Currently Amended) The A medical solution according to any of tho 
previous c l a i ms claim 1 , wherein the medical solution compris e further comprises a 
second single solution containing a buffer solution having such a pH and buffering 
capacity such that whon upon mixing of said first and second single solutions up on use 
arc to b e m i x e d to form a final solution, said final solution has a pH of 6.0 - 7.6,

18. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 16 or 17 , wherein 
said step of terminallv sterilizing terminal ster il izat i on is comprises heat sterilization at a 
temperature of at least lOO^C , pref e rably at least 121 ^G.

24. (New) A medical solution according to claim 12, wherein the first, second, 
and third single solutions are provided in different compartments in a multi-compartment 
bag before being mixed to form the final solution. 

25. (New) A method for producing a medical solution according to claim 7, 
said method comprising: 

providing said first and second single solutions in separate compartments; and 
thereafter 

terminally sterilizing said first and second single solutions. 

26. (New) A method for producing a medical solution according to claim 12, 
said method comprising: 

providing said first, second, and third single solutions in separate compartments; 
and thereafter 

terminally sterilizing said first, second, and third single solutions. 

27. (New) A method according to claim 25 or 26, wherein said step of 
terminally sterilizing comprises heat sterilization and/or radiation sterilization. 



28. (New) A method according to claim 25 or 26, wherein said step of 
terminally sterilizing comprises heat sterilization at a temperature of at least 100°C. 
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
